Overall,  the  team  maintained  focus  throughout  a  difficult  season, 
enduring  streaks  of  both  wins  and  losses.  The  Bucs  made  it  to  the  Big 
South  Tournament. 

The  Bucs  MVP  of  the  season  was  pitcher  Robert  Tyree,  who  finished 
the  season  with  a  respectable  8-7  record.  Also  honored  during  the 
awards  banquet  was  John  Rocco,  who  was  awarded  the  Sportsmanship 
award.  Junior  shortstop  Jay  Corrigale  set  a  school-record  hitting  streak 
with  26  games  that  will  continue  on  to  the  2000  season.

The  Bucs  captured  a  win  in  the  first  event  of  the  1 999  spring  sea- 
son as  they  shot  a  team  280  to  take  the  lead  in  the  first  round  of  the 
Buccaneer  Invitational  at  the  par-7 1  Coosaw  Creek  Country  Club.  The 
Bucs  shot  a  team  score  of  294  in  the  second  round  of  the  Invitational. 

Jim  Gardas,  who  led  all  players  after  his  opening-round  68, 
turned  in  a  75  on  day  two  and  finished  tied  for  fifth  place,  sat  at  the  top 
of  the  individual  leader  board.  Jason  Moyer  was  in  sixth  with  a  70  for 
the  Buccaneers.  Sophomore  Justin  Young  was  the  individual  medalist 
as  he  finished  with  a  1  -under-par  70  in  the  second  round  after  a  69  in 
the  opener  to  finish  at  1 39  overall. 

The  team  finished  second  in  the  1 4-team  field  of  The  Citadel  Invi- 
tational. The  Bucs,  after  holding  the  lead  in  the  first  round,  shot  a  team 
303  in  round  two,  the  third  lowest  team  score  of  the  day.  Moyer  fin- 
ished second  in  the  individual  standings  with  a  two-day  1 48. 

The  Bucs  rallied  from  a  six-stroke  deficit  to  capture  second  place 
at  the  Big  South  Conference  golf  championship.  The  Bucs  shot  a  final 
round  284  to  finish  with  a  three-day  total  of  878  to  hold  off  the 
Winthrop  Eagles  by  three  shots.  Gardas  fired  a  two-under  70,  finished 
tied  for  third,  and  earned  all-conference  honors.  Gardas,  Young,  and

The  first  golf  win  of  the  season  for  the  ladies  occurred  at  the  Elon 
Intercollegiate  Golf  Tournament  in  Burlington,  N.C.  They  shot  a  team 
score  of  662.  Astrid  Schanbacher  snagged  first  place  in  individuals 
after  having  a  two-day  finish  of  1 57.  All  five  lady  golfers  finished  in 
the  top  half  of  the  field  in  this  particular  tournament. 

Martinson  shot  a  second-round  79  to  win  the  College  of  Charles- 
ton Spring  Invitational  by  one  stroke.  Despite  holding  the  lead  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  first  round,  the  Lady  Bucs  finished  third.

Running  for  Gold 

The  Buccaneers  had  a  great  season.  The  Bucs  picked  up  wins  in  a 
tri-meet  with  The  Citadel  and  Swathmore  University.  The  men  won 

their  meet  with  1 1 7  points  while 
The  Citadel  came  in  second  with 
93  and  Swathmore  53.  They  were 
invited  back  to  the  UNC  Charlotte 
Invitational. 

The  Buccaneers  came  out 
second  in  a  1 4-team  field  with  82 
points  at  the  annual  Buccaneer 
Invitational.  Dwight  Hucli  won  the 
400  meter  dash  in  48.98  seconds 
and  the  long  jump  with  a  leap  of 
22'10".  Kevin  Coleman  won  the 
1 00  in  1 1 .05  and  also  took  the 
crown  in  the  200  with  a  time  of 
2 1 .99.  Anthony  Reed  won  the 

triple  jump  with  46'07". 

Reed  became  the  first  Buccaneer  ever  to  qualify  for  the  NCAA 
Indoor  Championship  when  he  won  the  triple  jump  at  the  Joe  Hamilton 
Invitational  in  Chapel  Hill,  N.C.  Reed  leaped  1 5.64  meters  and  was  a 
provisional  participant  in  the  NCAA  meet  in  Indianapolis.  Reed  also 
took  home  a  third  place  finish  in  the  long  jump  and  1 0th  place  in  the  60 
meter  hurdles. 

The  Buccaneers  took  home  second  place  at  the  Big  South  Indoor 
Track  and  Field  Championships.  Reed  was  named  the  Most  Outstanding 
Performer  after  winning  both  the  long  jump  and  high  jump.  Joshua
